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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: There is nothing in applicants' claims to limit 
applicability of the reference particles to particles (C). Particles (B) are available to rely upon in rejecting the claims and applicants haven't 
pointed out anything that distinguishes their particles from particles (B). These particles may be synthetic amorphous silica as is the wet 
process silica of Liu. Since the primary reference does not provide details of how these particles are prepared, it is appropriate to rely 
upon teachings of conventional production methods taught in the art, such as that of Liu. The pulverization process is conventional in the 
art for achieving particles in a desired size range. Thus while a combination with Liu was not made or required to reject the claims, such a 
combination is proper. With respect to applicants' showings, they do not demonstrate unexpected results. It would have been expected 
from the primary reference that a recording medium with superior ink absorption, film forming ability, gloss and transparency is achieved 
when polymer compounds A of the reference are combined with other materials as set forth therein. The examiner does not understand 
the basis for applicants' assertion that they have demonstrated unexpected results over this reference, but would give this further 
consideration upon clarification of the assertion . 
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
